Tile Power of the Press. 


Cardinal Manning, speading of the pe­ 
culiar power of the press, says: “A news­ 
paper is like a knock at the door day by' 
day. It is so short that even the idle 
will read it, and so plain that even the 
simple can understand. It speaks to a 
thousand at once. Mere curiosity will 
make men read, and mere dullness will 
make them talk of what they have read 
in their newspapers. It thinks for them, 
aud they reproduce it in their talk at 
breakfast dinner and supper. It becomes 
a voice and spreads wide. There is no 
more prompt, direct and certain way of 
speaking to men in this nineteenth cen­ 
tury than by newspapers. Hooks move 
slowly in a narrow circle, voices are 
beant only iii a church or iii a leeture- 
rooiu, but a newspaper specks every 
when*, withersoever it floats by sea or 
dies by post. “The thing lieeomcs a 
trumpet.” It is the nearest approach to 
the living voice which is universal. Af­ 
ter the voice of the Church comes the 
v«lice, or rather the voices, of the news­ 
paper press.

I THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY CON­ 
FERENCE. 
I 
The Gazette announced several days 
I ago that William M. Evarts, of New 
I York, ox-Secretary of State, ex-Son ab *r 
I Allen G. Thurman, of Ohio, and ex-Sen - 
I ator Timothy O. Howe, of Wisconsin, 
I were appointed commissioners on the 
J part of the United States by President 
J Garfield, to attend the international mini- 
J etary conference which will be held iii 
Paris this year. This conference is one 
of vast concern bi Im it Ii America and 
Europe, and appreciating the impor­ 
tance of the 
silver 
question, 
the 
Congress 
of 
the 
United 
Stab's 
wbeu it passed the silver bill in Feb­ 
ruary, 1H78, provided that the President 
should invite the governments of the 
countries cornixtsing the Latin Union 
(France, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, and 
Greece) and such other Europen nations 
as he might deem advisable, to join the 
United States iii a conference to adopt a 
common ratio between gold and silver, 
for the purpose of establishing interna­ 
tionally the use of bi-metalic money, and 
bi secure a fixity of relative value be­ 
tween those metals. The President was 
authorized to appoint three commission­ 
ers bi this conference on the part of the 
United States. 
When this conference assembled in 
Paris, in August, 1878, all the European 
powers were represented except Germa­ 
ny and Spain. The Madison Democrat 
of a recent date, says that France did 
not take a part in the conference. This j 
is a mistake. France was represented in 
j 
the conference of 1878 by Mi ssion cs Leon j 
Say, S. Jagerselimidt, and M. Bu an, and 
M. Leon Say, Minisb*r of the finances in 
France, presided over the conference. ! 
The drift of discussion in the conference I 
showed that a double standard was need- j 
ed in Europe, but the discussion h*d to j 
no practical results at that time. 
It is bi be hoped that the conference of 
1881 with a full representation from all 
tho European powers, will settle some of 
the vexed questions connected with the 
coinage of silver, and the relative value 
between the two metals. It is not un­ 
likely that some important stops will bo 
taken to secure a double standard. Iii 1878, 
Germany refused to take part iii the 
conference. The government adopted 
Hie gold standard and the experiment has 
not been a profitable one bi that country, 
aud now Germany is not only anxious to 
send representatives bi the conference, 
jut is asking for tho adoption of the 
double standard. It will be a Labor of 
considerable importance to settle the 
relative value between gold and silver in 
all the countries representor! in the con­ 
ference. At the present time the relative 
value between gold aud silver iu the na­ 
tions forming the Latin Union, is 15* * to 
I, while rn the United States the relative 
value is 16 
to 
I. 
It 
has 
been 
suggested that 
if 
any 
conclusion 
is reached regarding the relative value, 
“silver will be over-valued, as an agree­ 
ment among so many countries bi adopt 
it as a legal tender currency will appreci­ 
ate its value somewhat; that 15f£ bi I 
over-values silver more than it should 
be, and would be likely b) cause more or 
less disturbance in monetary 
affairs 
should it be adopted; while bi adopt the 
standard of the United States of 16 to I, 
would cause all the other governments 
to recoin all their silver, which would 
j rove a heavy loss.” 
It will be seen 
'rom these facts Hiat the work of the in­ 
ternational monetary conference has al­ 
most a world-wide importance.

came to court 
on crutches, moved slowly ami was ev- 
| idently in pain.

Ice is the cheapest luxury that we 
can enjoy in the summer, and it seems 
strange that persons living where they 
can obtain a supply of it should be de­ 
prived of it. 
In cities and large towns 
it is always easy to procure it from 
dealers who distribute it from house to 
house as is desired. 
In the country, 
however, persons must store ice on 
their own premises or dispense with its 
use. 
It is much cheaper to store ice 
than to buy it, and private ice houses 
would be common in large towns but 
for the scarcity of land on which to 
erect a suitable building to insure its 
preservation. 
It was generally believed till recently 
that a costly building or cellar was 
necessary to preserve ice, and that 
great skill was required to pack it so 
that it would not waste during the sum­ 
mer. 
At present ice is preserved in 
very cheap and 
rudely-constructed 
buildings. The essential requisites for 
preserving ice are: A building that will 
afford protection against tho sun; suit­ 
able drainage to carry off the water 
that accumulates at the bottom of tho 
mass of ice during the warm weather; 
means to prevent the air from circu­ 
lating between the blocks of ice after 
they are packed; a free circulation of 
air over the covering of the mass of ice;

It is generally best to ob­ 
tain the ice where it is cut and packet 
for commercial purposes, 
lf there 
snow on the ground, it will pay better 
to go twenty miles for ice than to be at 
the trouble and expense of cutting 
from a lake or stream near home,

packers have tools for cutting that ena 
hie them to prepare a ton of ice at the 
expense of only a few cents. 
Tho 
thicker the ice is, the less will he the 
trouble in keeping it and the smaller 
the waste. 
If jiossible, ice should be 
obtained that is at least ten inches 
thick. 
The ice should be packed in the form 
of a cube iii the center of the building, 
resting on a layer of straw, tan-bark or 
sawdust at least one foot thick.

How Food is Adulterated. 


T here has been so m ach loose talk 
about the adulterations of food that it 
is important to find out what are the 
exact facts regarding them. 
If the 
general statements of some of the 
alarmists who have written on the sub­ 
ject have a correct basis of fact on 
which to rest, food adulteration is prac­ 
ticed to so great an extent and is of 
such a charater that what we eat and 
drink is always liable to contain poison.

remaining blocks of ice should be 
piled in tiers till tile mass forms acube 
eight feet high. 
If the sides of the 
blocks are straight they will pack (Jose 
together, and the closer they are packed 
the less air will circulate through them 
and the better they will keep. 
If the 
weather is severely cold when the ice 
is put in the house, it is well to throw 
water over the pile of ice, as it will How 
into the crevices and freeze. 
If the ice is packed as directed there 
will be the space of a foot between it 
and each of the walls. This should be 
tilled with some substance that will 
pack well and serve as a non-conductor 
of heat. 
Sawdust or spent tan-bark is 
generally used for tilling the space be­ 
tween the ice and the walls of toe build­ 
ing. These substances possess some ex­ 
cellent properties. They are cheap, easy 
to handle, clean, and may be used for 
many years. 
When a piece of ice is 
taken out for use the sawdust or tan­ 
bark will till the place it occupies. 
After two or three tiers of ice blocks are 
put in position the space between them 
and the walls should be filled out, the 
material well 
tramped down, and 
this course continued till tho cake 
is completed. 
When this is done the 
top should be covered with the material 
used for filling to a thickness of at 
least a foot. The first ice taken out 
should be from the top, so as not to 
disturb the mass in tho lower part of 
the building. 
When half this ice is 
used, it* is well to take out part of the 
filling material and dry it in the sun for 
use another year. 
A very excellent 
substitute for the filling materials men­ 
tioned may be found in flax tow. 
The 
chaff of any kind of grain may also be 
employed to very good advantage. 
In 
lack of other materials, chopped straw 
or dried peat may be employed. 
Oat 
stray is preferable to rye or wheat 
straw, as it is softer and packs closer. 
The moss that grows in swamps makes 
an excellent filling. 
A farmor who has sufficient ingenuity 
to fit a handle to an ax can construct 
an ice-house and fill it. The work can 
be done when there is abundant leisure 
on the farm. The building, with suit­ 
able care and adequate drainage will 
last for twenty years. Ice adds excecd- 
ingly to the comfort of a family at a 
time when the weather is very uncom­ 
fortable. The cost of an ice-house will 
be saved every year by adding to the 
price of butter made on the farm and 
preserving milk, meat and cooked food 
during very warm weather. —Chicago 
Times.

has lately awarded prizes for essays on 
the adulteration of food and drink, and 
for drafts of laws for its prevention. 
I The essay of Mr. G. W. Wiguiif, of 
London, received the first prize, and it 
. is certainly a very clear, practical and 
I exhaustive discussion of the subject. 
I From that essay, and also from the 
j essays which took the second and third 
| prizes offered, we will make a summary 
; of the facts. 
The public will be relieved when thev 
hear that there is no satisfactory evi­ 
dence presented to show that danger­ 
ous adulterations are at all common 
among us. 
There is plenty of adultera­ 
tion beyond a question; but it is almost 
universally of a sort rather to defraud 
the purchaser than to injure the health 
and imperil the life of the consumer. 
The article sold is not wholly what it is 
represented to be, but the substances 
introduced into it, or mixed with it to 
cheapen its manufacture or to give more 
attractiveness to its appearance, are 
usually innoxious. 
When the London Lancet, twenty 
years ago, undertook a thorough analy­ 
sis of food and drugs to detect adul­ 
teration, it found that about sixty-five 
per cent of tho samples examined were 
sophisticated. Some of them, as, for 
instance the mixture of Hour with mils- j 
lard, were altogether harmless, and, 
indeed, demanded by the taste of the ! 
public; and the most serious of the 
others have since that day fallen into 
disuse, 'lea was then almost univer­ 
sally adulterated; tho practice has en­ 
tirely ceased since that time. 
Alum 
was commonly found in bread; now it 
is very seldom used in bread mak­ 
ing. 
Pickles were 
invariably con­ 
taminated 
with 
copper; now that 
adulteration is very rare. 
The watering of milk, of course, goes 
oil still; but both here and in England 
effective measures for lessening the ex­ 
tent of the fraud have been introduced. 
Imitation butter is sohl in great quan­ 
tities; but oleomargarine is not injuri­ 
ous to health, and the only necessity 
wit h regard to it, so far as the laws 
are concerned, is to compel its sale for 
what it actually is; to prevent its being 
palmed off on purchasers as genuine 
butter. 
Wines and spirits show a large pro­ 
portion of adulteration, but generally 
this has been simply dilution with wa­ 
ter. 
A good wine is watered, an in­ 
ferior is mixed with a superior quality, 
and thou toned to the color ami flavor 
of the best by the addition of foreign 
substances, such as burnt sugar and 
tannin. 
Molasses, water and salt are 
put iii porter anil stout; glycerine is 
mixed with beer, and various substances 
are added to liquors and wines; but 
thev are almost invariably of a sort 
to justify the conclusion reached in 
1K72 by a committee of the English 
House of Commons that, “ in the matter 
of adulteration, the public were cheated 
rather than poisoned.” 
Sugar is adul­ 
terated with glucose; butter and cheese 
are colored with annotto; spices are 
mixed with various foreign substances; 
and chicory, burnt sugar, and roasted 
pea«e are put in coffee; but people can 
eat them all without danger to life, and 
enerally without 
direct danger to 
lealtj). 
Poisonous coloring matters are 
sometimes used in confectionery, but 
even such cases arc rare. 
Mr. Wignerhas been able to find only 
about twenty or thirty cases in Eng- j 
land during the last five years in which 
it would have been just to prosecute 
a vendor under the more serious charge 
of selling articles injurious to health, 
except only tho cases of some expensive 
drugs and the few cases of milk from 
diseased cows. 
And yet “nearly or 
quite onc-sixth of the food sold is 
adulterated so as to cheat the consumer’s 
pocket.” 
In the matter of drugs, however, tho 
adulterations are more alarming. 
As . 
we have before pointed out, it is of I 
prime importance that the physician 
should be able to rely upon a drag not • 
only as pure, but also as of standard j 
strength. 
Any deviation in strength, j 
quality or purity from the standard set 
down in the pharmacopoeia, which seri­ 
ously affects the medicinal or curative 
effects of the drug, is dangerous, and 
should be made severely punishable. 
There is also a kind of adulteration of 
food and drink w’hich is fortunately un­ 
common, perhaps, but which is so 
dangerous when it does occur, that 
egislation must provide heavy penal­ 
ties for its suppression. The use of coc­ 
culus iudicus in beer, the contamination 
of tinned goods with lea*! or other pois­ 
onous metals, and poisonous coloring of 
confectionery, arc examples of such 
adulteration. 
And in tho case of drugs 
we have children's powders or sleeping 
draughts containing poisonous doses of 
opium or other narcotics. 
We must, therefore, treat adultera­ 
to r first, as a means of cheating; and 
second, as deleterious to health, making 
1;he penalty in the second case, of 
course, much heavier than in the first. 
—N. Y. Sun. 


Ants and Caterpillars.

Pursuing him was a host 
of small black ants. Being quicker in 
their movements, the ants would catch 
up with the caterpillar, and some would 
mount on his back and bite him.

The newly revised city charter has 
some changes from the old which merit 
the attention of 
all citizens. 
Many 
changes are merely in arrangement, and 
in the incorporation, in proper places, of 
amendments made at sundry times, but 
there are other changes w h ic h deserve 
sfiecial mention. 
The general election law has been in­ 
corporated in place of the provisions of 
the old charter, which have been so long 
inactive. 
As the elections have 
for 
some time been conducted under the 
general law, it simply makes the charter 
consistent with the practice. 
There has beeti in times past a little 
quibble as to whether an alderman serv­ 
ing as President of the council could vote 
as alderman, aud also as acting Mayor 
cast another vote in case of a tie. 
This 
has been done away with by a plain 
statement that he has lint one vote, as 
alderman. 
The Street Commissioner, instead of 
being appointe I by the Mayor, and con­ 
tinued by the council, is to be elected by 
tho council, the same as the Marshal. 
Instead or tho old way of reporting the 
work to he done during the year, in 
three classes, lie is now to report from 
time to time, or as ordered by the Bona­ 
ci!, and in fact to be under the direction 
of the council in all respects. 
Tho powers of the council have been 
classified and arranged plainly so that 
the new charter shows exactly what it 
can do by ordinance, what by resolution, 
and what by by-laws. 
A special chapter lias been given to 
the Police Court, instead of having the 


p ro v isio n s scattered among all the chap­ 
ters.

She was a young lady of about 
eighteen years, and was an only child, and 
the blow falls heaxily upon the parents, 
whose holies were so bouilli up in her. 
The case excites the sympathy of the en­ 
tire community.

T he 
ward fmnls are limited as before to Jive 
mills on the dollar. 
There has been a change made iii the 
manner of 
condemning 
property for 
opening streets. 
The old way of ap­ 
pointing a committee has been declared 
unconstitutional, as land must be con­ 
demned by jury, aud the charter has been 
so amended as to provide such a method. 
The miscellaneous provisions of the 
charter, many of which have before been 
scattered everywhere, have been Liken 
up JLS estrays and impounded in a chap­ 
ter by themselves, tho closing one of the 
charter. There are now ll sections in 
this chapter instead of 20, showing that 
24 have thus been picked up and put in 
place. 
A marked change has been made in 
the ^outlining of procedures necessary 
for selling stray cattle which have been 
put in the pound. It provides for a reg­ 
ular summons and hearing before the 
Police Justice, and a regularly ordered 
sale, with due notice eta. 
These are the main points of change in 
the new charter, and if anyone has aught 
to say against them, they must needs 
speak quickly, as tho charter has already 
passel the Assembly, and will next wreek 
doubtless pass the Senate.
